Although the cocky Sen. Robert 
A. Taft predicted that the only 
thing. the session could do is to 
adjourn, liberal members of the 
Congress planned to try to get 
the session to deal with these two 
major bread-and-butter’ issues. 

“Lame duck” members — those 
who lost their bids for re-election 
on Nov. 7—will throw their weight 


into the fight for an extension of 


federal rent controls for a few 
months at least, and a tax on ex- 
oon profits amassed by the 
nation’s wealthy corporations at 
| the expense of the taxpayers and 
| the government. 


Resuming Nov. 27, the session is 
expected to run three weeks. 

Unless rent controls are extend- 
ed, they will expire Dec, 31 every- 
where except where the local gov- 
ernment has asked the Housing 
Expediter to continue the ceilings.

_ WHAT KIND OF MEMBERS ARE WE? 


It is one thing to be merely a member of a union that 
is organized for the sole purpose of bettering the lives 
not only of ourselves but also of our fellow workers, but 
it is something entirely different to be an active and help- 
ful member. It is the latter type of members, who keep 
our organizations alive and functioning and to them we 
Owe practically everything we have thus far gained. 

What excuse is there for members of any union 
getting in arrears with their dues unless they first report 
to headquarters the reason for it? Why should it be 
necessary for any union to be burdened with the expense 
of hiring a collector to round up the dues of members 
who fail to recognize that it is their duty and their job 
to make payment to the proper officials before they be- 
come delinquent? 

Let every member of organized labor ask themselves 
what kind of a member they are anyway. Are they live, 
functioning members, who do their part to maintain 
and help carry on the activities of their union, or do 
they have to be visited personally and carried bodily to 
where they may enjoy the blessings their union mem- 
bership makes possible to them? 

It is one thing for workers to be dragged and driven 
into joining the union they are eligible to belong to, but 
what is far more important is to get injected into them 
the spirit and ideals of unionism that prompt them to 
do their bit.to help make of their union the best it is cap- 
able of developing into. 


MOVE FORWARD OR DIE 


Nothing in nature remains stationary. Everything is 
undergoing continuous change and whenever anything 
ceases to grow the elements of death have set in. No tree 
or plant lives long after growth has ceased. 

What is true of plant life is also largely true of 
human beings, except that mental growth and develop- 
ment can and does continue long after the physical sta- 
ture has reached its maximum.

RECOGNIZE REBER PLAN 


At last Congress has recognized the merits of the 
Reber plan sufficiently to appropriate two million 
dollars to make an engineering survey of this proposal 
for solving the transportation problems to and from San 
Francisco. A number of high ranking army engineers 
are reported to have given considerable thought and 
study to this project. Naturally these experts look for 
and see the military advantages of the Reber plan, as 
compared with additional bridges and do not hesitate in 
calling attention to them. 

During the past year several of the Building Trades 
Councils in Northern California, including that of San 
Francisco, have endorsed the Reber plan, whose main 
features include transforming both arms of San Fran- 
cisco Bay into freshwater lakes by filling in causeways 
of rock and earth to shut out the ocean salt water from 
both lakes, which would be supplied by fresh water from 
the Sacramento River. A canal deep enough to float the 
largest ocean-going vessels would connect these two lakes, 
while locks would admit ships from the ocean to the 
canal and then to either lake desired to be entered. 

Many thousands of acres of valuable land now ren- 
dered useless by salt water would be reclaimed, while 
the thousand feet wide causeway between San Francisco 
and Oakland would be available for the use of railroads 
and whatever number of road lanes might be needed. 
On the face of it the Reber plan-looks like the best solu- 
tion yet proposed. |

The Sales Tax Dodge 


(The following item from the 
League Reporter tells the facts of 
the profits tax muddle.) 

Profits of corporations for the 
third quarter of 1950 are the high- 
est of any quarter in history. Some 
corporations even made more in 
the first nine months than they 
ever have made in a full year. 


Much of these profits were made 
through a program of making 
goods. scarce and prices high. 

Chairman Stuart Symington of 
the Nationals Security Resources 
Board on Nov. 2, for instance, 
criticized the “deliberate policy of 
limited production” which some 
businesses used “as a means of 
raising prices’—and, of course, fat- 
tening their earnings. 


Symington told of one company 
which, “after deciding that expan- 
sion vould be wrong, and that 
scarcity would be better ... in- 
creased its profits over 750 per 
cent between 1945 and 1950.” 


At the same time, the National | 
Assn. of Manufacturers (NAM) is 
trying to put over a sales tax that 
will be paid for mostly by persons 
who make small incomes, 

The NAM says corporate income 
last year amounted “to only $17 
billion.” It neglects to say corpor- 
ations are expected to earn about 
$23 billion this year. Or should we 
say “only” $23 billion? 

Incidentally, what were corpora- 
tions “only” making when the New 
Deal was voted in? 

Most of the newspapers yelled 
“Hooray!” and threw their hats in 
the air when the NAM came up 
with the sales tax idea. 

The Washington Post, for exam- 
ple, commented, “The strongest ar- 
gument in favor of the proposal is 
the pressing nature of the emer- 
gency that confronts us. ... There 
are definite limits to the additional 
tax burdens that can be imposed 
on individual and corporate in- 
comes without impairment of the 
incentive to save income for in- 
vestment purposes and produce 
goods for profit.” 

The Post and the other sales tax 
papers saw no “pressing nature of 
the emergency” when Congress 
discussed a war profits tax in 
September. Then it was: “Let’s go 
slow. Let’s study this. Let’s not 
be: hasty.” 

“What they meant was: “Let’s sit 
around and talk and talk and talk 
and maybe the Korean war will 
end.. Then we can tell the people 
there’s no need for an excess prof- 
its tax. If the boys stop getting 
killed over there, the folks who 
think profits should be drafted as 
well as men might forget all about 
$67"

St. Louis labor started to organ- 
ize for political action immediately 
after the passage of the Taft- 
Hartley Law in 1947. We incor- 
porated under the state law an 
organization known as the St. 
Louis Federation for Economic 
and Political Education. All dur- 
ing 1947 and the spring of 1948, 
this organization worked on two 
objectives—to get union members 
and their families to register, and 
to impress upon union members 
the imoprtance of voting. We 
raised more than $20,000 for this 
educational purpose and did a 
good job, as was evidenced by the 
1948 primary results. Later the 
FEPE was disbanded and replaced 
by the newly-formed Labor’s 


League for Political Education, the | 


AFL political arm with which the 
Machinists in District 9 cooperated 
closely and have cooperated 


ever since. The climax of that la-| 
bor political action was evidenced | 
by the unprecedented Truman vic- | 


tory and the large majorities he 
received from this area in 1948. 
We had no illusions about labor’s

CHECK VOTER LISTS 
All during the spring of 1950, 


the LLPE and the Machinists fol- | 


lowed a set program. We per-| 
suaded our various local lodges to! 
check their union rosters against | 
the voting lists. The St. Louis} 
Central Trades and Labor Union| 
set aside an office and provided | 
a staff of volunteer checkers, 
members of Women’s Auxiliaries, 
and these rosters were checked 
free. Union lodge_ secretaries | 
would send the names and ad- 
dresses of their membership on| 
8x5 cards to this central office. 
The checkers would then put the 
ward and precinct numbers on| 
each card, indicate whether or not} 
the member was registered. and 
winether there were other persens 
of voting age at that address. This 
check showed an appalling situa- 
tion in many unions, in some cases 
with less than 40 per cent of the} 
membership registered. After that | 
it was up to the unions to carry 
on.

A call has gone out to Painters’ 
locals throughout ithe state to send 
representatives to a Dec. 15 meet- 
ing at Bakersfield, at which the 


principal item on the agenda will] g 


be the pros and cons of a state- 
wide Painters’ agreement. 

Each local and district council 
has been asked to send one dele- 
gate to the important gathering, 
which will be at the El Tejon 
Hotel, Bakersfield, beginning at 
9:30 am. Friday, Dec. 15. 

Painters’ representatives point 
out that there are obvious advan- 
tages to be gained from a state- 
agreement. However, the 
form such an agreement takes is 
extremely important. 


Grapevine reports indicate that 


the contractors are willing to go 
along with the idea, and that they 
are prepared to grant substantial 
wage raises, raises which would 
bring the whole state up to the 
southern California level, to help 
it along. 

However, just how much of 
their autonomy locals would be 
expected to give up under such 
an agreement is of major concern 


; to many of the delegates who will 


be present. 

In San Francisco, for example, 
about 90 per cent of the painters’ 
work is normally maintenance. 
The type of structures in the city 
present problems affecting compe- 
tition, enforcement of rules, and 
many other related matters that 
do not exist, for example, in Los 
Angeles, which is primarily a city 
of single-family type homes, The 
amount of new construction: also 
varies in the two cities. 

These diverse conditions, it is 
pointed out,- might make a state- 


| wide contract desirable from the 


standpoint of uniform wages, but 
not so desirable from the stand- 
point of the conditions which| 
might. be written into such agree- 
ment. 

The pros and cons of these con- 
siderations is what the delegates 
to the Bakersfield meeting will be 
hashing over. Decisions or recom- 
mendations arrived at there could 
be of far-reaching importance to 
the entire merfibership of locals 
affiliated with the State Confer- 
ence of Painters.

Automotive 


Unions Get 
“Gift” Raise 


Members of four local unions 
employed by the S. F. Motor Car} 
Dealers Association and which are 
part of the AFL Automotive Con- 
ference in San Francisco, are the 
recipients of interim wage raises 
of five cents an hour. 


They were granted despite the 
fact that current contracts in the 
industry have several months to 
run after the Conference negctia- 
tion tommittee asked that the 
wage clause of their contracts be 
reopened because of recent cuts 
in take-home pay brought about 
by rearmament taxes. 


It is expected that similar raises 
will be granted shortly by the 
Garage and Service Station Deal- 
ers Association with which the 
conference unions have parallel 
contracts. Some 12,000 members of 
the unions will benefit if these 
latter negotiations are successful. 

The garage and service station 
dealers usually follow the wage 
pattern of the motor car dealers. 

There are four trade unions in 
the conference group. 

They are: Automotive Machin- 
ists Lodge 1305, Automotive Ware- 
housemen Local 241, Garage and 
Service Station Employees Local 
665, and Auto Painters Local 1073. 

The excellent relations prevail- 
ing between this group of unions 
and the Employers Association has 
manifested itself on many occa- 
sions in the past few years, spokes- 
men for the union point out. 

They obtained a health and wel- 
fare plan second to none in this 
area during negotiations completed 
a few months ago, in addition to 
other benefits. It is the contract 
which was written at that time and 
which runs until June, 1951, which 
was reopened voluntarily for the 
wage increase which was to be 
acted upon Tuesday night. 

A figure mutually satisfactory to 
both sides was quickly arrived at 
shortly after negotiations began. 
Employers also agreed that if the 
two and one-half cents per hour 
raise which had been scheduled to 
go into effect under that contract
